K .rold  Goodman,  in  charge  of  the

The  council  was  also  concerned  about 
some  items  in  the  total  lyceum  budget  and 
planned  to  investigate  them  further.

A former  undersecretary  of  state  blamed 
President  Nixon  yesterday  for  the 
stalemate  at  the  Paris  Peace  Talks. 

Dr.  Roger  Hilsman,  a professor  of 
government  at  Columbia  Univ.,  charged 
Nixon  after  his  forum  assembly  speech  of 
“putting  the  cart  before  the  horse”  by 
refusing  to  pull  American  forces  out  of 
Vietnam  until  U.S.  prisoners  of  war  are 
released. 

Hilsman,  who  was  Undersecretary  of 
State  for  Far  Eastern  affairs  under  the 
Kennedy  Administration,  said  Nixon  is  also 
afraid  to  allow  the  U.S.  Ambassador  at  the 
Paris  Peace  talks  to  ask  the  North 
Vietnamese  delegation  what  is  meant  in 
their  offer  of  a “coalition”  government. 

“If  the  coalition  government  proposal  is 
appealing  he  knows  he  will  have  to 
accept,”  said  Hilsman,  “And  he  (Nixon) 
doesn’t  want  any  kind  of  coalition 
government.” 

HILSMAN  added  that  Nixon  claims  that 
a coalition  government  in  South  Vietnam 
will  not  work,  ‘'but  it  has  better  chances  of 
working  than  Vietnamization.” 

He  blasted  Nixon  for  refusal  to  abandon 
Vietnamization  via  American  soldiers. 
“Our  troops  have  done  very  well,  but  it’s 
the  wrong  war,”  he  said. 

Hilsman  mentioned  that  he  had  favored 
Vietnamization  in  1962  but  advocated 
sending  aid  and  advisors  only— “not 
troops.” 

“WE  ARE  thoroughly  hated,”  by  the 
Vietnamese,  he  claimed.  “We  remind  them 
of  the  black  and  white  French 
colonialists.” 

The  face  of  a foreigner  prevents 
American  soldiers  from  “winning”  the 
Vietnamese.  “We  are  the  best  recruiters  the 
Communists  have  ever  had,”  he  said. 

“I’m  sorry  to  say,  but  I’m  awfully  afraid 
that  many  Americans  and  Vietnamese  will 
have  died  in  vain,”  said  Dr.  Hilsman. 

HE  FELT  confident  that  after  Americans 
have  gone  after  “a  generation”  Vietnam 
“will  not  become  a Communist  Chinese

Hilsman  blasts  Pres.  Nixon 

puppet”  but  a Titoist-styled  government. 

Following  World  War  II,  said  Hilsman  in 
forum  yesterday,  we  were  faced  with  the 
threat  of  a “monolithic,  aggressive 
communist  world.”  Thus,  the  beginning  of 
the  cold  war. 

“This  period  I think  we  handled  the 
situation  rather  well,  although  persons  like 
George  Kennedy  criticized  the  government 
for  overreacting,”  he  said.  “However,”  he 
continued,  “we  were  slow  to  realize  when 
the  threat  diminished.” 

TODAY,  he  said  that  the  situation  is 
entirely  different.  He  said  that  America  is 
no  longer  faced  with  the  threat  of  a 
monolithic  world  communism  for,  “world 
communism  is  in  a disarray  never  to  be  the 
same.”  He  noted  that  the  U.S.  can  no 
longer  have  a policy  towards  the' 
“communist  world.” 

He  added  that  the  cold  war  will  continue 
but  it  will  be  different. 

In  discussing  Communist  China  he  first 
stated  that  two  pitfalls  must  be  avoided. 

The  first,  he  said,  is  the  idea  perpetuated 
by  former  Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk 
that  “all  the  Chinese  are  waiting,  armed 
with  nuclear  weapons,  chomping  at  the  bit 
to  conquer  all  its  neighbors.” 

The  second  fallacy,  he  cited,  is  that  the 
cultural  revolution  in  China  is  a revolution 
against  the  Communist  Party. 

HILSMAN  said  that  John  Foster  Dulle 
was  “deeply  wrong”  when  he  saic; 
Communism  as  a passing  phase  in  China 
The  struggle,  Hilsman  observed,  was  : 
struggle  between  several  factions  of  the 
Communist  Party  in  China. 

The  new  leaders  that  emerge,  he  said 
will  still  be  Communist  and  they  will  b 
ambitious,  and  hostile  to  the  outsid 
world.  At  the  same  time,  he  added,  “the 
will  be  extraordinarily  cautious.” 

He  outlined  the  course  the  U.S.  shoul 
take  in  policy  regarding  Communist  Chin 
He  said  that  instead  of  isolating  Chir 
America  should  trade  freely  with  them  an. 
work  towards  getting  them  admitted  to  th 
U.N. 
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“China  has  been  a pain  in  the 
neck  for  American  policy  makers. 
Those,  that  is,  that  haven’t  had 
their  necks  cut  off,”  said  Dr.  John 
K.  Fairbank  during  a panel 
discussion  Wednesday  evening. 

Dr.  Fairbank  was  participating 
on  the  panel  discussing  the 
problems  and  possibilities  of 
uniting  the  two  factions  of  China. 

Dr.  Fairbank,  the  nation’s 
leading  authority  on  China, 
suggested  to  the  crowd  of  about 
200  in  the  SFLC  multi-purpose 


room  that  the  United  States 
recognizes  “Taiwan  autonomy 
within  Peking  sovereignty.” 

Also  participating  on  the  panel 
were  State  Department  official 
William  A.  Brown  who  serves  as 
deputy  director  of  the  Office  of 
Asian  Communist  Affairs,  and 
BYU  professors  Paul  V.  Hyer  and 
Martin  B.  Hickman. 

Brown  said  American  policy 
toward  Communist  China  was 
formed  according  to  the  situation 
as  it  was  perceived  20  years  ago. 

“We  saw  it  as  cocky,  confident, 
aggressive  and  expansionist,”  said 
Brown  explaining  the  U.S.

“Now  we  perceive  the  world  as 
multi-polar  and  poly-centric,”  said 
Brown.  “There  has  been  an 
evolution  in  our  China  policy  and 
the  rate  has  accelerated  in  the  last 
two  years.” 

He  cited  certain  trade 
agreements  and  diplomatic  use  of 
language  as  examples  of  U.S. 
attempts  to  reduce  tension  and 
improve  practical  relations  with 
the  Peoples’  Republic. 

Brown  said  when  President 
Nixon  recently  referred  to 
Communist  China  as  the  Peoples’ 
Republic,  it  probably  “caused  a 
bit  of  heart-burn  in  Taiwan.” 

But,  he  said  that  the  U.S.  has 
come  to  the  position  that  “Peking 
should  have  a role  in  the 
international  community.” 

Brown  also  told  of  a 
non-strategic  trade  deal  that 
allowed  Communist  China  to  buy 
Italian-made  dump  trucks  with 
American  engines. 

After  the  U.S.  examined  the 
truck  specifications,  and  “made 
certain  it  wouldn’t  go  barrelling 
down  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  trail 
loaded  with  machine  guns,” 
permission  was  granted  to  sell  the 
trucks  to  the  Chinese. 

Dr.  Fairbank  said  we  are 
“intellectually  misled”  by  our 
view  of  ourselves. 

“We  are  viewed  around  the 
world  as  trigger-happy,”  said  Dr. 
Fairbank,  “yet  we  don’t  view 
ourselves  like  that.”

SAIGON  (UPI)  - U.S. 
helicopters  flew  through  sheets  of 
Communist  antiaircraft  fire 
yesterday  to  take  South 
Vietnamese  marine  and  ranger 
reinforcements  into  Laos  to  try  to 
stem  a North  Vietnamese  drive 
that  has  forced  a 12-mile  retreat 
by  government  forces. 

The  helicopters  also  flew  out 
infantrymen  bloodied  and 
battered  from  four  days  of 
fighting,  taking  2,000  of  them  to 
Khe  Sanh  from  the  jungles 
between  support  bases  Brown  and 
Lolo,  an  area  1 5 miles  inside  Laos 
where  they  suffered  their  heaviest 
casualties  yesterday  in  a single 
battle  in  Laos. 

Firebase  A Loui,  12  miles  inside 
Laos  on  French  Colonial  Route  9, 
axis  of  the  government  drive 
across  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  Trail 
complex,  appeared  doomed  and 
the  160  men  there  were  ordered 
to  break  out  of  the  position 
yesterday.  They  were  surrounded 
and  under  attack  after  losing  100 
dead  and  wounded.

House  kills 
SST  program 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
House  voted  tentatively  today  to 
kill  the  controversial  supersonic 
jet  transport  program  by  refusing 
to  provide  further  federal  money 
for  development  of  two 
prototypes  of  the  proposed 
jetliner. 

On  a 218-204  “teller  vote,” 
members  agreed  to  accept  an 
amendment  by  Rep.  Sidney 
Yates,  D-Ill.,  to  delete  $134 
million  for  the  plane  from  a 
Transportation  Department 
appropriation. 

Prior  to  the  vote,  the  White 
House  accused  the  most  vocal  SST 
opponent  in  the  Senate— which 
voted  last  year  to  deny  the  plane 
any  more  money— of  “a  shocking 
attempt  to  create  fear”  about  its 
possible  threat  to  the 
environment.

In  Seattle  Wednesday  Gen. 
William  Westmoreland,  the  Army 
chief  of  staff  and  former 
commander  in  Vietnam,  said  the 
incursion  into  Laos  by  the  South 
Vietnamese  had  been  a success. 
He  said  the  current  withdrawal 
was  “not  a retreat;  it  was 
planned.” 


Vietnamese  spokesmen  said  the 
Communists  were  preparing  an 
all-out  assault  on  the  base. 
Officers  at  northern  operational 
bases  said  2,000  more 
infantrymen  were  still  at  the  base, 
now  the  westernmost  position  in 
Laos. 

South  Vietnamese  spokesmen 
declined  to  say  how  many 
reinforcements  were  sent  into 
Laos  but  said  the  task  force  in 
Laos  remained  at  between  20,000 
and  21 ,000  troops.  The  size  of  the 
force  has  been  reported  previously 
up  to  24,000  men.
